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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues the 103(a) rejections of claims 1-8 and 20-23 set forth in the Final Office Action mailed 07/31/2007, specifically arguing 
that independent claims 1 , 7, and 20 are not obvious under Densert in view of Galiana. Specifically Applicant argues Galiana fails to 
teach or suggest a "head-wearable frame structure ... configured to control visual input by at least partially obstructing the subject's 
normal visual range 1 '. The Examiner disagrees, maintains the rejection, and notes the following: 

Galiana clearly shows a head-wearable frame structure in Figures 3 and 4. The visual display incorporated on the frame structure is 
shown in Figure 1 and described (abstract, column 1 lines 10-16, and column 2 lines 39-55). Not only does the device as taught by 
Galiana inherently "at least partially obstruct(ing) the subject's normal visual range" it is also capable of the intended use. 

In response to applicant's argument that Galina does not teach a "head-wearable frame structure ... configured to control visual input by 
at least partially obstructing the subject's normal visual range", a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a 
structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior 
art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. 

Furthermore, Applicant's argue the claims rejections are based on hindsight. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's 
conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a 
sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within 
the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's 
disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 

In addition, the Examiner apologizes for Applicant's apparent confusion with regards to the assertion that Applicant cannot properly 
respond to the action because of the statement "head-dependent wearable frame structure". The Examiner notes that a "head-dependent 
wearable frame structure" is a frame structure worn on the head and situated thereon to form a dependent relationship between head 
movement and device movement. Moreover, such a "head-dependent device" when secured to the head is in a condition thereon of 
relative positional stability.
